Rev. R. C. Seibel came to us after a two-year evangelistic tour of 
South America. A graduate from Phillip’s University, Oklahoma, and 
Tabor College, he taught in Emmanuel Bible School, Reedley, California. 
He was ordained in 1929 at Harvey, North Dakota and served as pastor 
at Okeene and at Enid, Oklahoma. 

Rev. B. Boldt was ordained in 1919. He emigrated from Gross- 
fuerstenland, Caucasus in 1924. His teaching experience includes twelve 
years in “Volksschulen” of Russia, eight years in Public Schools of 
Manitoba, and nine years Bible Schools of Ontario and British Columbia. 

Mr. J. Boldt’s music course, begun in Ontario, was interrupted by 
Service in C.O. camps during the war years. He graduated from B.C. 
School of Pharmacy and Science. Three years study at Tabor College 
resulted in the completion of his music course and the degree of B.A.

In obedience to this call, 
a number of Bible School students are instructing Sunday School classes 
in our town of Winkler.
